FUTILE ATTEMPT.

Speaking personally of his expedition
to Mount Pelee, Prof. Hill sald

“My attempt to examine the crater

of Mount Pelee has been futule. 1
succeeded, however, In gettlng  very
cloge to Morne Rouge. At 7T o'clock

Monday night I witnessed from a polnt
near the ruing of St Plerre a frightful
explosion from Mount Pelee and noted
the gecompanying phenomena, While
these eruption® continue no Bane man
should attempt to ascend to the crater
of the Folluwing the salvon
of detonations from the mountain gi-
gantle mushroom-shapsl columns  of
smoke and cinders ascended Into the
clear, starlit sky and then spread In &
vaxt black sheet to the gouth and di-
rectly over my head, Through this
sheet, which extended a dlstance of ten
miles from the erater, vivid and awful
Hgbhtoing-like bolts Aashed with alurm.
Ing frequency, They followed distined
paths of lgnition, but were different
from lightning in that the bolts were
horizontal and not perpendicular, This
v Indisputable evidence of the explo-
sive exldiatton of the gases after they
left the cruter.

MESSAGE T0
THE CUBANS.

Presivent Paima Has Sent Mis First Mes-
sage to the Cuban Senate.

Recegnizes the Great Debt te Uncle
Sam For Intervening For
Caba's Liberty.

Havana, Cuba.—(Speclal)—President
Palma's message is publlsacd,  The
meagsage opens by glving thanks to the
Almighty for His asgistance in carry-
ing out the work of obtaining Cuban
Independence and a=ks divine ald in
the establishment of & firm and stable
Bovernmsnti,

“Never did a people fight with more
persistence,” says the ressage, “and
sacrifice for liberty thun have
the Cuban=. No people, therefore, aie
more entitled to see thelr just efforis
orowned with success, Together with
aur own herolem & the attitude of the
great people lmpelled by their
love of liberty to put themselyes on
our side In our tennclous fight for the
tndependence of the country., Thelr
motive wus one of generaus sentiment,
pure and disinterested in origin,

“Impelled by this sentiment, the
powerful republic of the north recog-
nizes, through 1ts flustrious president,
the repubilc of Cuba. The promise
formally made hus been carried gut. In
this moument, when we feel our rvight
as an Independent nation, It 8 hnmpos-
sible to suppress gur gratitude to  the
United States.

RECOGNITION OF DEBT EXALTS.

"To recognize this debt of gratitude
to the great natlon ig an act which ex-
alts us and which makes us worthy
of the cunsideration anid respect of the
other natlons of the world, 1t I8 neces-
sary now to dictate wll the laws lafd
down In the constitution. We are cap-
able of fulfilling all the (Jhilgulllunﬂ anil
promises which huave been contracted
and should prepare the hudgel
with the greatest care”’

President Palma recommendg the en-
couragement of the agricultural in-
dustries of the lsland, the ralsing of
cattle, the establishment of agricul-
tural stations to lmprove the eutture of
sugar cane and tooacco and the intro-
duction of varled agricultural indus-
trivs,

“While the question of reciprocity is
atill pending,” the message goes on, it
is Impossibile to state now what mens-
ure should be adopted to meet the
pending crisis. This crigls 18 due to the
rulnous price of sugar caused by the
excesslve production of beet sugar in
Burope. Au immedlate remedy would
be the reduction of the American tar-
iff on guguar to obtain which the éxec-
utlve will at once devote his efforts
and will negotiate a treaty in order to
obtaln benefit for the Cuban sugir
producers,

Washington, D.C.—(SpeciaD—A gresd
deal of complaint i beéing made by the
citigens of Northern Nebraska agalnsi
the manner in which the Indian trad
er& at the Rosebud agency are cons
ducting business and the way 1tha
money is handled which Is supposed ta
be paid to the Indians by the governs
ment,

Senator Millard has recelved g statgs
ment from these parties concerning the
matter, which alleges that very little
of the money sent to the agency for
payment to the Indinns ever gete into
the hands of the Indlans themselves,
but (3 paid direct to the Indian trad-
ers Ly the agent through the credit
sysiem that has been inaugurated at
the agency,

It appears that there are four “trad-
stores” @t the Rosebud AgenNcy,
but two of these are amall outlying es-
tablishments, and the two larger stores
gre the ones against which so much
complaint i8 belng made. Under the
system existing at that place, credit i8
extended to the Indians through these
trafiers and the Indian agent s al-
lowed to oollect for the traders, holding
the amounts oul of the mopeys duae
the Indlans from the United States,
and #g & consequence when pay day
arrives, the Indigns simply sign the

erat

the entire sum due them i= turned over
tey the traders. This system deprives
Nebraska of any trade from this source
and is practically a discrimination o
favor of the Indian traders, who pay
no taxes and do not exercise the right
of suffrage, and against the taxpayera
and voters of Nehraska.

It is but natural that the two trads
ers 4t the Rosgebud agency, having &
practical monopoly of this trade, will
ask extortionate prices, and as the
Indian is by nature improvident, he has
no ready money and he |8 therefore at
the mercy of the trader.

Whilé the Indian has become con-
versant with the value and purchas-
ing power of a dollar, iy the present
system In force business is carried om
through the medium of coupon books,
and while this is very convenlent for
the trader, it leaves the Indian m ab-
solute ignorance of the purchasing
power of his money and with only &
vague idea of the price he {3 paying
for the goods.

On account of the fact that a num-
ber of white men haye married into the
Indnan tribe, and that there are some
educated mixed bloods, this class of
people do not trade at the agency
stores unlegg in cases of absolute ne=
cesgity, owing to the high prices
c¢harged, and in order to obtain theic
#rade the traders often offer them &
digcount of 26 per cent or more on the
prices charged to the full-blood Indian.

It has been gtated on the best of au-

tHority that, after cash payments have
been made at the Hosebud agency, In-
dian policemen have been sent to P~
tro] the Nebraska state lne and turn
the Indlans wishing to go into Ne-
braska to trade, back to thelr camps.
Thizr manner of conducting business, of
course, takes from the towns along the
Elkhorn rallroad, joining the Sloux
trade that would naturally come to
them.
This favoring of traders {8 not al-
lawed at all agencies; the adjacent
Pine Ridge agency belng a notable ex-
ception, At that agency absolute free-
dom Is allowed the Indian in seeking
hi® best market, and the traders are
not allowed the protection by the agent
in any way us far as their business
relations with the Indlans are con-
cerned, and the Plne Ridge Indlans are
in & much better condition financially
thian the Rosebuds,

1t J= etated that If the present sys-
tem i continued after the contemplat-
vl purchase of Gregory county Iands
in South Dakota from the Indians, it
will, un & conservative estimate, re-
sult in the losg of £100,0 annually In
business to the northern section of the
state of Nebravka,

For thiz reason the residents of that
portion of the state desire an amend-
ment to the pending bill providing for
the opening of a portlon of the Rose-
hud agency to settlement; that any
moneys paidl under the act shall be
patd direet to the Indlans; that any
assignment of the same shall be vold
for any debt contracted in anticipation
of the payment, and the Indinn agent,
or any employe of the agency, shall
be prohibited, under penalty of Imme-
dinte dismissal, from In any manner
Airecting with whom or in what man-
ner the money so appropriated shall
be spent, which I8 not now contrary
to law, but the agent and hls assist-
ants shall allow the utmoest freedom to
gald Indians In buying where they find
11 most gdvanlhgeous,
